We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Francestown,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1995,  and  have 
issued  our  report  thereon  dated  January  22,  1996. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance 
about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1995,  we 
considered  its  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for 
the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not 
to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility, 
estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and 
related  costs  of  internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an 
internal  control  structure  are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute, 
assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and 
that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded 
properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control 
structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also, 
projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that 
procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the 
effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal  control 
structure  policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories: 

Budget 

Cash  and  investments 
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Revenue  and  receivables 
Expenditures  for  goods  and  services 

and  accounts  payable 
Payroll  and  related  liabilities 
Debt  and  debt  service  expenditures 

For  all  of  the  internal  control  structure  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an 
understanding  of  the  design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been 
placed  in  operation,  and  we  assessed  control  risk. 

We  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation 
that  we  consider  to  be  reportable  conditions  under  standards  established  by  the  American 
Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to 
our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal 
control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  entity's  ability  to  record, 
process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management 
in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bixby  Memorial  Library  maintain  no  accounting  records  other 
than  a  checkbook  and  the  related  records  associated  with  that  and  other  bank  accounts. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of 
one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low 
level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within 
a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  reportable  conditions  and, 
accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered 
to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above.  However,  we  believe  the  reportable  condition 
described  above  constitutes  a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  However,  this 
report  is  a  matter  of  public  record  and  its  distribution  is  not  limited.

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CONSERVATION    COMMISSION       1995

The  winter  started  very  mild  in  January,  February,  March  and  ended  up  with 
a  bang  in  November  and  December.  Thus  using  up  any  surplus  we  would  have  had. 

I  have  requested  about  the  same  budget  dollars  for  1996  as  in  1995. 

The  Highway  Advisory  Board  has  chosen  to  finish  Todd  Road  this  year  as  a 
continuation  of  the  CIP  road  rebuilding  program,  cost  around  $60,000.00.  Read 
their  report  for  details. 

We  did  a  major  regraveling  ditch  and  drainage  project  7/10  of  a  mile  of  road 
from  South  New  Boston  Road  to  the  foot  of  Dodge  Hill,  1,200  yards  on  Candlewood 
Hill,  bankrun  on  Journey  End,  500  yards  on  Campbell  Hill,  2ND  NH  Turnpike 
North,  Scoby  Road,  some  on  Cross  Road. 

This  years  gravel  fund  will  be  used  in  part  on  Dennison  Pond  Road,  Poor 
Farm  Road,  Champagne,  part  of  Birdsall,  Old  County  Road  North. 

Equipment  replacement  is  the  same  as  last  year,  one  used  four  wheel  drive 
pickup  and  one  used  dump  truck  to  be  funded  from  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Last  years  vehicles  have  worked  out  excellently  total  spent  $9,300.00. 

We  are  still  working  on  what  to  do  about  two  bridges,  one  on  Pleasant  Pond 
Road,  one  on  Russell  Station  Road. 

Once  again,  thank  you  for  your  continuing  support  and  understanding.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  -  1995 

Police  Department  calls  were  up  again  this  year.  We  answered  over  500  calls 
for  service  including  42  automobile  accidents,  43  domestic  calls,  and  28  alarms. 

We  increased  our  patrol  time  a  little  this  year  to  include  more  patrol  during 
the  week.  We  also  did  a  course  of  programs  at  the  school.  Our  traffic  citations 
including  DWI  arrests  were  up  a  little  over  last  year.  Some  of  this  was  due  to 
increased  functions  at  the  golf  course  and  some  due  to  the  increased  patrol  time. 

Sgt.  Thibeault  arranged  to  have  a  computer  donated  to  the  department  this 
past  year  and  with  the  help  of  the  Lyndeboro  police  department  we  have  a  program 
installed  so  we  can  keep  records  and  reports  on  computer.  This  also  gives  us  quick 
access  and  better  stats  on  what  takes  place  in  town. 

This  is  our  year  for  a  new  cruiser.  We  have  gotten  bids  on  3  different  4  wheel 
drive  vehicles.  The  Chevy  Blazer  is  the  vehicle  we  chose.  It  will  be  the  same  as  the 
one  we  have  now.  Wyman  Chev.  in  Hillsboro  was  the  low  bidder.  This  will  make 
changing  over  the  equipment  easy  and  less  costly.  We  are  replacing  the  cruiser  on 
a  three  year  rotation  because  the  last  cruiser  we  kept  four  years  cost  over  $5000.00 
in  repairs  the  fourth  year.  Also  as  it  is  the  only  cruiser  we  have  when  it  is  down  for 
repairs  we  have  no  cruiser. 

You  will  note  that  even  with  the  increased  patrols  and  the  increase  in  calls  for 
service  we  were  still  under  budget.  The  95  budget  has  increased  a  little.  Some  of 
this  is  due  to  the  cost  of  dispatch  at  the  Hillsborough  County  Sheriffs  Dept.  The 
cost  increase  is  due  to  them  purchasing  some  new  equipment  for  the  dispatch  center. 
This  cost  is  divided  between  the  4  departments  that  they  dispatch  for.  We  have  also 
stayed  with  line  items  for  different  expenses  and  I  have  tried  to  put  enough  money 
in  each.  This  will  again  should  leave  some  money  left  in  each  line  at  the  end  of  the 
year  as  it  did  this  year.

State  law  requires  all  dogs  be  licensed  by  May  1st  -  we  had  108  dogs  that  did  NOT 
get  licensed  by  May  31st.  We  had  the  Town  Clerk  send  out  letters  to  those  people 
who  were  delinquent.  Remember  —  it  costs  you  an  additional  $1.00  a  month  after 
June  1  to  license  your  dog.  Proof  of  rabies  vaccination  (a  rabies  certificate)  is 
needed  to  license  your  dog. 

Rabid  raccoon  calls  dropped  off  dramatically  this  year,  however,  it  is  still  wise  to 
leave  raccoons  alone.   If  you  have  one  hanging  around,  please  notify  me.

A  special  thanks  to  the  Fire  Department  for  original 
flooding  of  the  rink  and  spraying  the  surface  as  needed  on  weekends.

The  Board  is 
also  given  the  jurisdiction  to  hear  appeals  from  "Administrative  Decisions"  involving 
the  interpretation  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Copies  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  forms 
for  applications  and  information  on  filing  fees  and  other  charges  are  available  at  the 
Town  Offices. 

The  1995  Board  consisted  of  Guy  A.  Swenson,  Jr.,  Chairman,  Herbert  A. 
Fincher,  Vice-Chairman,  Richard  S.  Mikula,  Clerk,  Richard  Kiczek  and  Charles

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FRANCESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD  -  1995 

The  Planning  Board  has  spent  most  of  its  time  during  the  past  two  years  preparing  a  new 
Master  Plan.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  plan  will  be  approved  in  late  February  or  early 
March.  The  major  conclusions/recommendations  are  summarized  below: 

1.  A  present  shortage  in  volunteers  has  serious  implications  for  the  level  of 
town  services  and/or  for  the  cost  of  those  services.  Although  the  problem  is 
endemic,  lack  of  volunteers  for  the  Fire  Department  may  have  the  greatest 
implication  for  costs  over  the  long  term.  Finding  an  adequate  solution  to  this 
problem  is  considered  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  rural  lifestyle  so  valued 
by  Francestown's  residents. 

2.  If  a  timely  solution  is  not  found  for  the  overcrowded,  substandard  conditions  at 
the  elementary  school,  the  town  may  need  to  establish  a  study  committee  to 
evaluate  the  need  for  a  growth  management  ordinance. 

3.  The  town  needs  to  pursue  the  hiring,  perhaps  on  a  shared  basis  with 
neighboring  communities,  of  a  code  enforcement  officer  to  combine/supplement 
the  responsibilities  of  the  building  inspector  and  public  health  officer. 

4.  In  recognition  of  the  fact  that  both  the  qualitative  and  quantitative  costs  of 
residential  growth  threaten  Francestown's  rural  lifestyle,  the  town  needs  to  take  a 
number  of  steps  to  encourage  the  preservation  and  protection  of  open  space.  For 
example,  the  town  should  establish  a  self-sustaining  program  to  offset  land  lost  to 
development  with  permanently  protected  open  space  and  recreational  lands. 

5.  For  the  foreseeable  future,  the  current  zoning  scheme  of  permitting  business 
uses  by  special  exception  is  best  suited  to  the  town's  needs  -  provided  that  the 
conservation  overlay  district  regulations  are  maintained,  that  enforcement 
mechanisms  are  improved,  that  more  detailed  special  exception  criteria  be  adopted 
and  that  ordinances  related  to  in-home  and  home-based  businesses  be  reviewed. 

These  priorities  are  part  of  a  cohesive  plan  which  is  dependent  upon  many  other 
recommendations  detailed  in  the  five  main  sections  of  the  Master  Plan.  Copies  of  the  final 
Master  Plan  will  be  available  at  the  library,  the  historical  rooms,  the  Selectmen's  offices 
and  the  Planning  Board  office  later  this  spring.  Personal  copies  may  be  purchased  and,  if 
ordered  in  advance  of  March  18th,  will  be  less  expensive.  Please  contact  Abigail  Arnold 
or  Demetria  McKaig  if  you  wish  to  place  an  order. 

The  results  of  the  Master  Plan  analysis,  based  heavily  on  community  input,  are  also 
reflected  in  the  1996  -  2001  Capital  Improvements  Plan  summarized  on  the  next  page. 

In  addition  to  its  master  plarming  activities,  the  Board  approved  two  two-lot  subdivisions  - 
the  F.  Bailey  Farm  Trust  on  Bible  Hill  Road  and  Cram's  Inn  on  the  Second  New 
Hampshire  Turnpike  South  -  and  1  five  lot  subdivision  by  Hill  on  Pleasant  Pond  Road. 
Two  consolidations  were  also  approved,  one  for  Foster  on  Main  Street,  the  other  for 
Jacobs  on  Pleasant  Pond.  The  resuU  of  the  foregoing  approvals  was  a  net  increase  of  four 
lots.  One  armexation  between  Campbell  and  Brown  on  Dennison  Pond  Road  was  also 
approved. 
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Site  plan  proposals  for  a  2  room  bed  and  breakfast  on  Main  Street  and  for  in  home 
residential  art  classes  on  Bible  Hill  Road  were  also  approved  (Gagnon  and  Nancy  Angell 
Studios  respectively).  A  request  by  Stevens  on  Wilson  Hill  Road  to  amend  the  conditions 
of  the  previous  Robson  subdivision  approval  was  denied  while  approval  was  granted  to 
the  Town  to  cut  approximately  40  trees  and  to  relocate  stonewalls  on  Todd  Road. 

The  Board  wishes  to  give  special  recognition  to  the  following  individuals  for  their 
assistance  in  preparing  the  1995  Master  Plan:  Ken  Campbell  for  creating  the  statistical 
data  base  for  compilation  of  survey  resuhs,  Lisa  Podsadowski  for  map  preparation  and 
coordination  of  the  door-to-door  survey  effort,  Peter  Zahn  for  his  field  research  on  Class 
VI  and  other  old  roads,  Harry  Vamum  for  compiling  data  for  road  classifications,  Denise 
Place  for  assistance  in  compilation  of  survey  results,  Greg  Thulander  for  his  extensive 
research  on  historic  districts,  Alice  Benedict  for  editorial  advice  and  members  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  for  their  on-going  work  on  a  land  conservation  plan.

FRANCESTOWN'S  SEX  YEAR  (1996  -  2001) 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 

The  Town's  Capital  Improvement  Plan  (CIP),  which  was  updated  in  January  of  1996, 
serves  three  basic  functions: 

1 .  First  and  foremost,  the  CIP  is  a  valuable  planning  tool  which  should  help  the 
Town  to  anticipate,  coordinate  and  manage  its  capital  expenditures. 

2.  The  CIP  will  provide  part  of  the  basis  for  developing  an  impact  fee  system 
which  will  require  a  developer,  under  certain  circumstances,  to  offset  some  of  the 
increased  cost  to  the  Town  necessitated  by  his  project. 

3.  The  CIP  will  be  essential  for  the  development  of  any  growth  management 
ordinances,  if,  in  the  future,  the  Town  should  determine  growth  management  to  be 
necessary. 

The  major  change  in  1996  to  the  CIP  is  the  unanticipated  need  to  appropriate,  for  the 
second  time,  fijnds  for  the  repair  of  the  Bixby  Mill  Dam.  Although  $5 1,000  was 
appropriated  in  1994  for  this  project,  no  actual  construction  was  done  that  year;  by 
oversight,  the  Selectmen  neglected  to  vote  to  carry  the  appropriation  over  and  as  a  result 
approximately  $30,000  reverted  to  the  general  hand. 

Specifics  of  the  1996  CIP  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  are  listed  in  Column  2 
of  Exhibit  1  on  the  next  page.  Also  included  in  Exhibit  1  are  the  warrants  as  actually 
proposed  by  the  departments.  Footnotes  indicate  whether  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Budget  Committee  recommend  approval  of  a  particular  warrant  article. 

The  CIP  is  prepared  -  and  this  summary  is  provided  -  to  assist  you  in  your  decision  making 
at  Town  Meeting.  If  you  would  like  a  copy  of  the  complete  plan  or  have  any  questions 
about  the  plan  and  how  it  is  prepared,  please  contact  the  Plarming  Board.

The  Road  Improvement  Program  Sub-Committee  was  established  in  May  of  1989  by  the 
Planning  Board  to  help  develop  a  long  term  road  improvement  program  for  inclusion  in 
the  Capital  Improvement  Program. 

PURPOSE: 

1 .  To  recommend  an  appropriate  sum  of  money  to  be  spent  each  year  to  improve 
the  roads  of  Francestown. 

2.  To  recommend  a  6  year  plan  of  roads  to  be  improved,  listing  roads  and  work  to 
be  done  on  each. 

FUNDING  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1 .  To  continue  the  policy  that  the  lull  cost  of  all  road  improvement  projects  be 
raised  by  warrant  article  stating  location  and  scope  of  each  project. 

2.  To  continue  funding  the  capital  reserve  established  for  fiature  road 
improvements  by  appropriating  $10,000  in  1996,  plus  an  additional  sum  equal  to 
the  amount  of  the  proposed  capital  improvement  warrant  in  the  even  the  warrant 
article  is  not  supported  by  voters. 

RECOMMENDED  PLAN: 

(Subject  to  annual  review  and  update) 

The  1996  -  2001  Capital  Improvements  Program  for  roads  is  based  heavily  upon  the 
resuhs  of  the  1994  Master  Plan  Questionnaire.  The  1994  survey  indicated  that  residents 
feh  the  following  roads  were  most  in  need  of  attention:  Back  Mountain  Road,  Chandler 
Road,  Dennison  Pond  Road,  Dodge  Hill  Road,  Mountain  Road,  Poor  Farm  Road,  the 
Second  NH  Turnpike  -both  North  and  South  -  and  Todd  Road.  The  Committee  believes 
that  some  of  the  problems  can  be  corrected  by  better  maintenance,  stop  signs,  one-way 
designations  and  other  non-reconstruction  methods.  Those  problems  which,  at  this  time, 
appear  to  require  significant  work,  have  been  prioritized  in  the  following  plan: 

Year 

1996  Reconstruction  of  Todd  Road  fi-om  the  transfer  station  to  Pleasant  Pond 

Road.  Specifications  are  for  a  22  foot  wide  road  way  with  a  minimum  of 
18  feet  of  paved  surface.  The  work  consists  of 

a)  tree  cutting:  removal  of  an  estimated  40  -  50  trees.  This  is  a  scenic  road 
and  a  public  hearing  requiring  the  tree  cutting  is  required. 

b)  stone  walls:    There  are  no  plans  to  disturb  stone  walls,  but  any  work 
effecting  stone  walls  will  require  a  scenic  road  hearing. 
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c)  drainage  improvements:  Add  3  culverts  and  lengthen  existing  culverts,  if 
necessary.  Construct  ditching  as  required. 

d)  ledge  and  excavation:  General  excavation  and  ledge  removal  required  to 
obtain  the  specified  22  foot  wide  surface. 

e)  gravel:  Place  12  inches  of  gravel  (6  inches  of  bank  run,  plus  6  inches  of 
crushed)  22  feet  wide  for  the  entire  length  of  project. 

f)  pavement:     2  inches  of  hot  bituminous  binder  with  a  sealing  coat 
application  the  length  of  the  project. 

g)  finish  work:  Clean  up,  mulch  and  seed  all  disturbed  areas. 

h)  intersections:    Construct  an  improved  intersection  with  Pleasant  Pond 
Road,  if  practical.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN  -  1995 

The  population  of  Francestown  was  1212. 

There  were  885  registered  voters;  355  Republican,  195  Democratic, 
2  Libertarian  and  333  Independent. 

There  were  31  building  permits  issued;  6  residential,  4  additions,  8  garages, 
5  porches,  4  barns,  2  decks,  and  2  sheds. 

Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  sponsored  the  78th  Labor 
Day  weekend  celebration.  A  new  event,  and  a  fun  time  for  players  and  spectators 
alike  was  the  mud  volleyball  tournament.  Children  and  adults  also  played  in  the 
many  Softball  derbies  and  softball  games  on  the  new  fields.  The  Historical  Rooms 
presented  a  display  "50  Years  Ago:  Francestown  and  World  War  11".  The  parade 
theme  was  "Francestown:  Windows  on  the  World",  and  Grand  prize  went  to  Sibby 
Kunhardt  and  friends  for  "We  don't  Do  Windows  -  Celebration  of  the  75th 
Anniversary  of  Women's  Right  to  Vote". 

FIHS  in  cooperation  with  the  town  of  Francestown,  renewed  the  honored 
tradition  of  the  Boston  Post  Cane.  Martha  Woodbury  Bixby  was  the  recipient  of  the 
cane  at  a  ceremony  at  Family  Recreation  Day  over  Memorial  Day  weekend. 

FIHS  donated  $1000.  towards  border  shrubbery  and  trees  at  the  ballfield 
which  will  be  planted  in  the  spring  of  1996. 

At  the  Christmas  program,  Mark  Holding  narrated  an  original  children's  story 
an  Deborah  Hancock  lead  the  carol  sing-a-long. 

The  tree  on  the  common  was  restored  to  its  former  glory  thanks  to  Dr.  Lou 
Wiederhold,  Larry  Laber  with  a  bucket  truck  donated  by  Barlo  Sign,  Inc.  of  Hudson, 
the  Kulgren  boys  and  their  fire  truck,  and  several  members  of  the  Francestown  Fire 
Department  and  Explorer  Post. 

The  Old  Meeting  House  had  249  members,  including  72  lifetime  members. 
Funds  received  from  lifetime  memberships  have  been  put  into  an  endowment  fund. 
OMH  is  still  pursuing  the  $15,000  challenge  grant  from  the  Frank  Stanley  Beveridge 
foundation  of  Boca  Raton,  Florida.  In  order  to  receive  the  grant,  OMH  must  raise 
$50,000  by  December  1,  1996.  A  number  of  fund  raising  events  were  held  towards 
reaching  this  goal,  including;  concerts  by  Tom  Rush  and  Jesse  Colin  Young,  "Mozart 
Sonatas"  by  Roger  Hall  and  George  Loring,  "A  Christmas  Tapestry"  by  the 
Manchester  Choral  Society,  "A  Victorian  Tea"  with  music  by  Jocelyn  BoUe  and  Pam 
Stevens  and  readings  by  Dariel  Peterson  and  Sirkka  Holm  and  the  play  "Love 
Letters"  with  Joyce  Maynard  and  Richard  Lederer.  Art  exhibits  included; 
Francestown  in  Lilac  Time"  by  Jane  Lauber,  a  sculpture  and  painting  exhibit  by 
Sylvia  Nicolas,  artwork  by  Michael  Flint,  watercolors  by  Pat  Swan,  and  a  display  by 
the  Young  Artists  of  Francestown  ages  12  to  25.  The  largest  fundraiser  of  the  year 
was  the  Immovable  Feast  "South  of  the  Border",  hosted  by  Tory  Pines. 

Other  events  held  at  OMH  included:  seven  weddings,  one  christening,  the 
annual  Monadnock  Music  Concert,  Labor  Day  Vespers,  and  a  violin  recital,  "A  Night 
in  Vienna"  by  Candace  Wharton's  violin  students.  The  Meeting  House  Minstrels. 

In  1995,  the  OMH  upgraded  the  electrical  system,  made  improvements  to  the 
attic  and  set  plans  for  future  improvements. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  thanks  everyone  whose  support  and  participation  will 
help  complete  the  restoration  of  the  OMH  for  its  200th  birthday  in  2001. 
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Rev.  Keta  Jones  served  as  minister  of  the  Community  Church  of  Francestown 
in  1995.  Gordon  Sherman  began  a  youth  group  for  middle  school  students  and  in 
December  offered  a  day  of  free  babysitting  for  parents  to  go  Christmas  shopping. 
The  Fun  Fair,  held  in  June,  raised  funds  for  the  church  scholarship  and  the 
Oklahoma  City  bomb  victims.  Donations  to  the  food  pantry  throughout  the  year 
helped  stock  the  Francestown  and  Greenfield  food  pantries  and  also  the  Manchester 
soup  kitchen.  Other  church  activities  included;  Women's  Guild,  Senior  lunches  and 
blood  pressure  clinics,  Blanket  Sunday  in  May,  Vacation  Bible  school  in  August,  the 
6th  Annual  Fall  Festival  in  October,  and  the  CROP  WALK. 

The  Oak  Hill  Grange  had  40  members.  Heather  Kiblin  was  master  in  1995. 
Kris  Stewart  received  the  annual  Citizen's  Award.  The  Grange  sponsored  two 
special  meetings  to  inform  residents  about  important  issues  coming  up  for  voting, 
first  the  school  bond  issue,  and  then  the  proposed  change  in  the  school  funding 
formula  and  the  impact  it  would  have  on  the  town's  taxes.  The  Grange  also 
sponsored  4-H  night  and  held  their  annual  fair  in  September. 

The  Francestown  Red  School  had  an  enrollment  of  110  students  in  the  year 
ending  1995. 

The  Francestown  Community  Pre-School  had  an  enrollment  of  20  3  and  4 
year  olds  and  served  families  in  Deering  and  Greenfield  as  well  as  Francestown. 

The  Community  Theater  put  on  a  spring  production  "Blithe  Spirit".  The 
theater  entered  the  NH  One  Act  Play  Festival  in  June  and  won  best  set  design.  The 
set  was  designed  by  Al  VanCleave.  Barbara  Quinn  won  for  best  coordinating  usher. 

The  Francestown  Food  Coop  was  in  operation  meeting  twice  a  month. 

The  Explorers  had  five  members  and  they  worked  many  hours  at  the  Foote 
arm  fire,  and  at  other  calls  during  the  year. 

There  were  32  boys  participating  in  the  Tiger  and  Cub  Scout  Troops.  Senior 
Girl  Scouts  had  3  members,  Cadettes  6  members.  Juniors  18  members.  Brownies  16 
members,  and  Daisies  9  members. 

At  the  Conval  District  meeting  in  March,  a  $16.1  million  bond  issue  to  be 
used  for  renovation  or  construction  of  elementary  schools  was  voted  down. 
Francestown  elementary  school  was  on  the  list  of  schools  needing  major 
improvements. 

A  proposal  was  made  to  change  the  school  funding  formula  from  75% 
enrollment  an  25%  equalized  valuation  to  40%  enrollment  and  60%  equalized 
valuation.   It  was  voted  down  by  the  Conval  District  in  March. 

One  of  the  worst  droughts  in  years  hurt  many  of  the  local  crops  including  hay, 
com,  and  apples.   Wells  ran  low  and  risk  of  fire  was  high. 

In  July,  fire  destroyed  the  house  and  bam  at  Dandelion  Hill  Thoroughbred 
Farm,  formerly  the  Foote  Farm.  It  was  known  as  the  largest  barn  in  the  state.  More 
than  20  area  towns  sent  equipment  and/or  manpower  to  help  control  the  blaze  and 
subsequent  brush  fires  which  continued  for  three  days. 
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In  November,  EaStar  Ventures  announced  that  they  would  no  longer  be 
pursuing  plans  to  reopen  Crotched  Mountain  Ski  Area  due  to  an  impasse  in 
negotiations  with  Bennington  selectmen. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  residents  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  were; 
USAF  -  Sr.  Airman  Richard  A.  Kiczek,  National  Guard  -  Captain  Tim  Ainsworth, 
Air  National  Guard  -  Lt.  Col.  Sylvia  J.  Johnson  and  Tech.  Sgt.  Sandy  Collins. 

In  1995  Francestown  felt  the  loss  of  several  residents. 
January  8,  1995  -  Richard  W.  Miller,  a  lifelong  resident  of  Francestown  owned  and 
operated  Miller  Plumbing  and  Heating,  was  a  founder  of  the  Francestown  Volunteer 
Fire  Department,  and  a  veteran  of  WW  II.  He  served  under  Gen.  Patton  and  helped 
liberate  the  Buchenwald  Concentration  Camp. 

February  17,  1995  -  Ruth  E.  Chancey,  born  in  Ireland  had  spent  her  last  several 
years  in  Francestown. 

March  16,  1995  -  William  F.  Rickenbacker,  son  of  "Captain  Eddie"  Rickenbacker, 
was  president  of  Rickenbacker  Report  Corp.  and  the  author  of  8  books  and  many 
articles. 

May  5,  1995  -  Alice  G.  Watts  attended  Katherine  Gibbs  Secretarial  School,  owned 
and  operated  the  Howard  Johnson's  Restaurant  in  Hyannis  MA  for  11  years,  and 
was  a  volunteer  for  the  Red  Cross  during  the  late  1940's  and  early  1950's. 

June  20,  1995  -  W.  Richard  LaFrance  was  owner/operator  of  the  Starlight  Motel  in 
Hampton  Beach  in  the  1960's. 

August  12,  1995  -  John  Henry  Cole,  a  lifelong  Francestown  resident  was  a  self- 
employed  gardener  and  worked  as  a  greens  keeper  in  Middlebury  CT  and  Gardner 
MA.  He  did  maintenance  work  at  Monadnock  Community  Hospital  and  also  worked 
as  a  chauffeur. 

October  16,  1995  -  Nancy  W.  Townsend,  a  published  poet,  also  worked  as  an  editor, 
translated  Russian  and  German  mathematical  formulas,  and  performed  top  secret 
work  on  the  Lunar  Excursion  Module  for  RCA. 

November  24, 1995  -  Ralph  W.  Johnson  Sr.,  a  machinist,  served  in  the  Marine  Corps 
in  WW  II,  and  the  Air  Force  in  the  Korean  War. 

December  16,  1995  -  Ruth  Spaulding  Lord  lived  in  Francestown  most  of  her  life  and 
attended  Francestown  Academy.  She  was  very  active  in  the  Francestown  Community 
Church. 

All  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  community.

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1995  Public  Assistance  Administrator's  Report 

For  another  year,  substantiated  requests  for  assistance  were  minimal.  Perhaps 
our  requirements  are  too  stringent  as  most  residents,  exploring  their  options, 
don't  follow  through  and  make  complete  the  application  for  assistance. 

Most  programs  that  some  citizens  do  use  ~  Food  Stamps,  Fuel  Assistance  and 
Meals  On  Wheels  —  are  programs  that  an  applicant  does  not  have  to  be  on 
public  assistance  to  receive  the  program's  benefits.  The  guidelines  for 
qualifying  for  these  programs  are  different  than  for  town  assistance.  If  one 
needs  additional  information  about  these  programs,  please  call  me. 

As  the  federal  government  has  cut  the  funding  for  Fuel  Assistance  and  for  a 
time,  no  new  applications  are  being  accepted,  it  is  anticipated  that  a 
seasonably  cold  winter  will  necessitate  applications  to  the  Town.  If  you  or 
anyone  you  know  is  in  need  of  help  with  fuel,  please  encourage  them  to  call 
me.  The  Town  does  have  concern  that  some  citizens,  especially  the  elderly, 
may  have  to  make  critical  choices  in  stretching  their  budgets  to  accommodate 
shelter  costs,  fuel  and  electricity  costs,  medicine  and  food  bills.  Please  seek  out 
aid  before  the  problems  become  too  burdensome  for  the  Town  to  assist. 

Again,  if  you  would  like  to  make  donations  to  others  in  town,  please  contact  me 
in  advance.  Also,  although  donations  of  used  furniture,  appliances  and  clothing 
are  sometimes  needed  in  emergency  situations,  usually  this  office  can't  place 
these  items.  For  large  items  it  is  suggested  that  notices  be  posted  or  donations 
made  to  Labor  Day,  Salvation  Army,  local  churches,  etc.  To  participate  in 
holiday  giving,  please  do  a  little  pre-planning.  Unless  there's  an  emergency, 
offers  to  donate  a  few  days  before  a  major  holiday  cannot  be  adequately 
addressed  as  often  deliveries  have  already  been  made. 

For  the  holidays.  Thanksgiving  baskets  were  donated  to  town  families  from 
St  Patrick's  Church  in  Bennington.  Christmas  was  very  special  with  more 
than  26  households  receiving  a  wide  array  of  donated  goods.  Two  local 
organizations  gave  generously  to  brighten  the  holidays.  The  Masons  donated 
$200  for  food  gift  certificates  and  the  Women's  Guild  of  the  Francestown 
Community  Church  gave  $100  for  holiday  plants  and  a  food  gift  certificate. 
Senior  Girl  Scouts  Sarah  O'Donnell,  Mariel  Powers  and  Krista  Berry  helped 
me  make  deliveries  and  visited  with  19  of  26  homes.  For  the  5th  year  the 
REALTORS  of  Sullivan  Properties  collected  personal  care  items  for 
distribution  to  families  in  need.  The  Cub  Scouts  prepared  three  full  boxed 
Christmas  dinner  baskets  brimming  with  fresh  foods  and  produce. 

Anyone  needing  assistance  should  call  me  directly  (588-2519)  to  apply  for 
services.  Note  that  all  matters  are  confidential  and  are  not  part  of  the  public 
record.  Please  call  if  you  have  any  questions  about  eligibility  requirements 
for  various  assistance  programs.

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1995  Solid  Waste  Committee  Report 

The  Transfer  Station  saw  many  changes  this  year  -  more  construction 
and  more  items  taken  out  of  the  waste  stream.  The  top  apron  of  the 
receiving  area  was  expanded  by  1/3  by  using  the  clean  fill  from  the 
Todd  Road  improvement  project,  saving  the  town  hauling  fees.  The 
final  grades  were  finished  off  with  clean  bank-run  gravel  and  a  driving 
surface  of  machine  crushed  gravel.  This  increased  the  parking  area 
and  created  storage  space  for  cardboard,  newsprint  and  refrigeration 
components.  A  new  electric  pole  was  installed  for  night  lighting  and 
power  for  the  CFC  evacuating  machine,  to  comply  with  federal  air 
standards. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  have  the  tin  cans  hauled  away  at  no  charge 
and  the  steel  pile  has  been  containerized  in  a  50  yd.  roll-off  with  the 
town  receiving  $2/ton  for  all  commingled  metals.  This  represented  a 
savings  of  about  $3,500  for  loading  and  hauling  to  Merrimack  Metals, 
as  we  received  nothing  in  return. 

The  Salvation  Army  has  in  place  a  container  to  accept  clean  clothing 
textiles  and  toys.  As  the  removal  is  free,  the  town  saves  some  S74/ton  by 
not  having  the  items  go  into  the  compactor. 

Our  old  newspapers  are  recycled  to  Paper  Tech  of  Contoocook,  NH. 
When  we  started  the  storage  the  market  price  was  at  a  high  of  $210/ton. 
By  the  time  the  container  was  full  with  21,600  lb.  the  price  had  dropped 
to  only  $15/ton.  We  received  $196.  back,  saving  S74/ton  in  compactor 
fees.  This  clearly  shows  the  tremendous  fluctuation  on  recyclables. 

Aluminum  used  beverage  containers  (UBC's)  seem  to  be  the  only  stable 
item  on  the  market  selling  at  .45  /lb..    Perhaps  more  residents  should 
give  up  using  brown  and  green  glass  bottles  in  favor  of  aluminum 
containers! 

For  1996  we  plan  to  finish  painting  the  buildings  and  possibly  may  be 
able  to  save  on  labor  by  using  inmates  from  the  state  prison.     The 
Todd  Rd.  chain  link  fence  will  be  re-aligned  and  the  two  lower  gates 
will  be  professionally  installed.    We  will  build  a  new  revetment  area  for 
the  used  auto  tires.  A  50  yd.  roll-off  container  will  be  purchased  for 
scrap  steel  and  installed  so  materials  can  be  dropped  down  into  the 
container. 
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The  Francestown  Waste  Disposal  Committee  transports  much  of  our 
recyclable  solid  waste  to  Auheuser  Busch  Recycling  Corp.  in 
Merrimack,  NH.  or  to  Paper  Tech  Corp  in  Contoocook.    Materials  are 
removed  from  the  waste  stream,  we  save  thousands  of  dollars  in 
incineration  fees  and  do  get  some  financial  return,  based  on  the  current 
market  value  of  various  products.  The  charting  below  gives  and 
indication  of  some  of  the  products  and  tonnage  removed  from  the  waste 
stream  in  1995.

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The  top  level  asphalt  apron  will  receive  two  coats  of  sealer  and  travel 
lanes  will  be  striped  to  guide  patrons  to  the  appropriate  drop-off  areas. 

In  the  fall  of  1996  a  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Day  will  be  held  again 
in  New  Boston.    As  past  participation  validated  the  need  for  the 
program  on  an  annual  basis,  this  program  has  been  budgeted  as  a  line 
item  and  not  a  separate  warrant  article,  as  in  past  years. 

The  committee,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer  and 
Assistant  Lori  Ricci,  is  going  to  set  up  new  procedures  to  account  for 
receipts  coming  into  the  town's  general  fund.  Presently,  all  money 
generated  from  the  sale  of  recyclables  has  been  dumped  into  a  'black 
hole'  so  it  has  been  an  accounting  nightmare  to  figure  out  what 
happening  with  different  markets  and  track  real  costs.  In  order  to 
apply  and  receive  grant  money  from  the  Governor's  Recycling  Council 
and  other  organizations,  Francestown  must  initiate  new  procedures  for 
solid  waste  accounts.
